 pepular of all popular representations. As these have 


succeeded to an epoch of not so much cruel as de- 
pressing despotism, it is not a little remarkable that 
not a single excess, not an intemperate harangtic or 
provocative expression, has escaped from any of the 
deputies. A ten years’ continuance of tyranny has 
taught the Tuscansa useful lesson. They are no 
longer the fluctuating and flurried patriots of 1848. 
T hen they staggered under the weight of responsibility. 
exhaled their patriotism in exaggerated professionsand 


' finally retired from the stage to make room for an 


exhibition of democracy. The conduct of the 
leaders of that day had a large share not only in 
preparing the way for the return of the Archduke, 
but in alienating European sympathy from Tus- 
cany. Now, it is far different. As there is no exag- 
geration, there is no weakness. There is no dis- 
union. Ina House of 170 members all but three 
voted for the banishment of the Hapsburg line, and 
that by ballot, when the timid, the vacillating or 


- the time-serving might have escaped notice. 


Tuscany, by itself, is about the smallest principa- 
lity in Italy. It has not two millions of population. 
Its army in ordinary times is about 12,000 men. The 
maritime population is nearly 7,000 seamen, but the 
ducal navy consisted of six small revenue cruisers. 
Offitseif, Tuscany would offer no very powerful in- 
ducement to a French imperial prince. But then, by 
common consent, three other States of Italy have de- 
termined to follow the fortunes and be influenced by 
the example of Tuscany. Parma, Modena, and the 
Legations have formed a league offensive and de- 
fensive with Tuscany, and her fate will apparently 
betheirs. Itis respecting Tuscany, too, that the most 
strenuous efforts of intrigue have. been unscrupu- 
lously exerted. French and Austrian diplomatists 
alike have endeavoured to wheedle the people and se- 
duce the leading men. ‘I'he son of the Archduke 
promises reforms as readily as his father promised 
before. The will of the French Emperor and the 
claims of gratitude are alike used as instruments 
of secret coercion. For it may reasonably be in- 
ferred that, should Tuscany choose to select a 
French prince, she would draw the other 
principalities with her, and thus a central kingdom 
of Italy would be formed rich in resources and popu- 
lated by twelve millions—a prize sufficient to attract 
the ambition even of Jcroms Napoleon. For these 
reasons, the curious game at present on the political 
chess board relative to Tuscany is well worthy of 
notice. At first, the Tuscans elected Victor Emma- 
nuel, dictator, a titte which Louis Napoleon insisted 
heshould refuse. Victor sent, however, a commissicn to 


preserve internal peace, and to regulate the Civil 


Government. Then came the peace of Villafranca 
and the “return of the Archdukes.” The Tuscans 


‘naturally were astounded at this act of treachery, but 


did not cease from revolution because the arch-revo- 
lutionist had faltered. Then the Sardinian 
Commissioner was recalled, and it was hoped that in the 
confusion which might occur there wouid be a cause 
for French intervention. The orderly, dignified, and 
determined attitudes assumed by the Tuscans rather 
astonished the pair of Emperors. No excuse for in- 
tervention was offered where all was peaceful. Then 
came another period of diplomacy, and Count Rei- 
set was sent to urge the claims of Prince Napolcon. 
At first this vetcran intrigue spoke in honeyed accents, 
but when these met with cold, but civil replies, he 
grew warmer in speech, hinted at the poverty of 
‘Tuscany, the will of the French, and the presence of 
50,000 Frenchmen. The presumptuous envoy heard 
a reply worthy the best days of Tuscany. Ricasol

The Times upon the Changes in Austria :— 

The case of Austfia is far worse than our own was 
at theend of the Crimean campaign. We suffersd, but 
we conquered. Austria has suffered, and has been de- 
feated. We laid bare the evils of our system, 
but surmounted them by obstinate perseverance and 
self-sacrificing daring. Austria has betrayed the hol- 
lowness of her great pageant of strength, but has seen 
it collapse in disgrace. At Zurich and in Paris she still, 
of course, upholds the insolent confidence of a Power 
always successful in diplomacy ; but at home the con- 
viction haunts her that her house is not quite safe. So 
may you see an Eastern habitation which is a palace to 
I upon, all fair on its outside and presenting the 
appearance of a house that should last for 
many generations ; but the master of that palace has 
just put his walking-stick or his boot-heei through one 
of the rafters, and he is taught by the experiment that 
the white ants have eaten all the strength out of the 
woodwork, that all he sees about him is but a thin coat- 
ing of paint, and that if the edifice should get a little 
shake from a boisterous guest or an intrusive cnemy 
the whole house might come down in a cloud of dust. 
It is not quite so bad with Austria, but the symptoms 
are very alarming. No one knows how fur the white 
ants may yet have proceeded—whether the rafters 
are gone, or whether it is only the skirting boards that 
have perished. Francis Joseph hurried away from 
the field of Solferino and the Conference at Villafranca 
to retire within himself, and make inquiry into this 
newly-discovered weakness. He had found out that 
there was something rotten in the state of Austria, and 
in spite of all his admirable despotic institutions, all the 
world was as well informed as himself. Even the com- 
non: Tyrolese Jagers had found it out, and. while tearing 
their flowers from their hats, had talked of the stupidity 
of their Generals, justas we babbling English had talked 
of similar matters. ‘hey had even adopted our disgust 
at official imbecility and translated out phrase—the red, 
é They had applicd to themselves tle 
ambiguous compliment which we accepted from the 
Russians—that we were “ lions led by asses.” Aus- 
tria was indignant—surprised and _ stupefied, but 
yet indignant. The Emperor Francis Joscph him- 
self made this discovery the excuse for accept- 
ing the proffered peace. Ile told Europe that he made 
peace in order to carry out internal reforms suitabie to 
tiie temper of tre times. While watching the histrionic 
aititude of Austria abroad, we have also been waiting 
with some curiosity to see what would be her domestic 
conduct under the pressure of her ow: home convic- 
tions. The great reform resolved upon would be, of 
course, concocted in secret. It is not among the advan- 
tages of despotic rule that new measurcs can be fa- 
shioned by discussion and tested by criticism. They 
must be moulded in the dark and brought out ready- 


sculptured, sct up upon their pedestal, and 
seen first and for ever in their permanent 
form. Up to yesterday nothing was known but 


that Austria was in a state of gestation, and 
opinions were divided whether the produce of the 
mighty parturition would be a mammoth or a mouse. 
The prugress, however, has not been so silent and so 
favourable as itshould havebeen. The decorous interval 
of expectation has been broken by expressions 
which look almost like Imperial impatience, and by an 
official revolution whicH appears repugnant to the calm 
course of a legitimate Autocracy. M. Bach, the 
Minister of the Interior, has suddenly becn dismissed, 
and an Imperial edict has come forth which would seem 
to chide the tardiness of the Austrian Bureaux. If we 
may read this edict by the light of the article in the 
same Official paper, we must take it to proceed from a 
conviction that “too great caution in advancing is as 
much to be “ avoided as too great haste.” 

How shall we read this enigma? Is it that Francis 
Joseph is impatient for some new system which is to 
enable the Austrian recruits to beat the French Zouaves, 
and to teach the Austrian generals to outmaneuvre the 
French marshals? Are we to suppose that Francis 
Joseph is like the ambitious dupe of another age who had 
set half-a-dozen slaves at work over his crucibles, and 
flogged them because they could not turn his iron into 

old? Or, are we to beiicve that the young mind of 

ie Emperor Francis Joseph has read the lesson that 
Solferino offered more truly than his old advisers ? Are 
we to think that the experienceof this Italian campaign 
bus passed traceless over the rigid memories 
of old Austrian statesmen, but has left its results upon 
the more tender susceptibilities of the youthful Emperor ? 
One thing appears certain. ‘The dismissal of the chief 
Austrian Minister must mean a change of policy in 
Austrian government. May we hope that this change 
extends to domestic matters so far as to remove those 
defects which now form the opprobrium and the weak- 
ness of this composite,Empire? ‘There is some ground 
for hope. ‘The mention in the official journal of tolera- 
tion to Protestantism and to Judaism—which, in the 
eyes of the Chuich of Rome, is not quite so bad as 
Protestantism—would seem to point to some movemcnt 
of Imperial force against that Concordat which 
weighs with such deadening influence upon the bodies 
and souls of all religionists of every denomination. But 
does it not meaneven more than this? Does it not 
give some taint promise of a change of policy even 
towards Hungary ? Hungary hada constitution as old 
as that of England. Hungary is loyal to the House of 
Hapsburg as Kings of Hungary, but is always ready 
to rebel against the dominion of that louse as Emperors 
of Austria. The Empcror Francis Joseph has quite 
recently beheld how Kossuth and Kiapka were used by 
the Emperor of the French, and he at this moment 
knows that if the war hed endured one month 
longer in Italy Hungary would have risen in 
insurrection, and would ssibly kave become 
an independent, or rather a Seca ae under 
some scion of the House of Komaneff These facts 
may possibly have taken hold of his mind, and may pos- 
sibly have taught lim that something more is wanted in 
Austria thana Chelsea inquiry or aWeedon Blue-book, or 
a commission upon the system of promotion by purchase. 
Francis Joseph may have discovered that the Austrian 
disease is even more deeply seated than our English ail- 
ments, and that despotism has not those instincts of 
penecful self-renewal which operate in Constitutional 
States. However this may be, there is some internal 
heaving guing on in this Austrian mountain, and it is 
worth our, Ww to watch its symptoms án. to attend 


with interest upon its result.

It is high time, we think, that the real truth should 


and the servile minority that follow at their heels. 
leaders neither possess the least independence nor 
evince anything approaching to impartiality. Their 
hands are against everybody who differs from them in 
opinion. They throw out imputations wholesale upon 
large classes of the community, and hold up to scorn and 
derision any person or section where independence is to 
be found. Mr. Cubden told his Rochdale audience that 
he had “ found that in almost all cases of great political 
excitement, when reform was most popular with the 
masses, he nitst say that it was always at a time 
of great manufacturing distress, when provisions were 
dear and labour was scarce, and the peopie were discon- 
tented with everyboly and evervthing about them.” 
The admission is fatal to the revolutionary cause. It 
shows the truth of what the advocates of temperate re- 
forms have repeatedly urged during the discussions of 
the last fifty years—namely, that calamities over which 
man has no control have been used as a Jever to obtain 
political concessions, and to excite the poor and the 
ignorantagainst their more fortunate brethren. Thusthe 
Reform Bill was carried amid scenes of riot and confusion, 
not because the people really demanded an extension of the 
suffrage, but because they were persuaded by the fomenters 
of rebellion that it would secure wealth and immunity 
from toil, suffering, and care to every member of the 
humbler classes. It is by such delusions as these that 
the populace has been at different times goa.ed to des- 
peration. Once more the effort is made to arouse the 
inasses, and something like a regret is expressed at the pre- 
vailing peace andcontentment. But wemay look to other 
causes than those detailed by the Rochda!e enthusiasts 
for the unwillingness of the humbler classes to make 
agitation atrade. They have learnt the folly of such 
proceedings, and know to theircost that penury, and 
not affluencee, is the bourne to which agitation leads. 
The independence, the rapid fortunes, the mental im- 
provement, and the immunity from suffering, promised 
by every democratic leader from Jack Cade to Messrs. 
Bright and Cobden, are baits that have lost their at- 
tractions. The masses have gained wisdom from ex- 
perience, and understand the value of these pledges. It 
is the usual story, and, luckily for the peace and welfare 
of the realm, the people that were once easily misguided 
have got it well by heart. ‘They recognise the style; it is 
as old as the hills. “ Away, burn all the records of the 
realm ; my mouth shall be the Parliament of Eng!and, 
and henceforward all things shall be in common.” 
Such fallacies may be tolerated at a Rochdale gathering. 
but in the keen encounter of rival opinions they would 
be exposed in an instant. Of a similar character is the 
boasting language in which Messrs. Bright and Cobden 
speak of free trade. We certainly never imagined 
that they had much upon which to congratulate 
themselves in this matter. Of the complete success 
of free trade there can be n> doubt ; but that success 
conveys the strongest censure upon these political 
egotists. The new system has succeeded because, in 
every particular, it has proved exactly the reverse of 
what was promised by Messrs. Bright and Cobden. 
Had it turned out as they anticipated—and we need 
only refer to their speeches and writings in the 
controversy for a proof ct our assertion—England

On Tuesday, the i6th instant, John O’Brien, Esq., 
J.P., of Rahan House, Tullamore, brought a mowing 
machine on a portion of his property, of which he had 
lately got possession under ejectment proceedings, 
having been obliged to adopt this course in consequence 
of the difficulty of obtaining mowers to cut and la- 
bourers to save the crop. ‘The horses having become 
restive, the mowing machine could not be worked on 
that day, and on the same night a. party of armed men 
visited the house of the man who had been in charge 
of the horses, and, having taken him forcibly out of bed, 
threatened to shoot him if he ever worked again in a si- 
milar way for his master. On yesterday Mr. O’Brien 
proceeded to the same lands with the mowing machine, 
accompanied by about 200 men, all of wiiom were his 
own tenants, and 100 horses. Sub-Inspector Watkins, 
with a party of 30 of the constabulary from Tullamore, 
were in attendance, so as to prevent any violence being 
used, but no attempt at outrage was made. The field, 
consisting of 11 acres, was cut down before evening set 
in, and the grass was carted off the lands to Mr. O’Brien’s 
lawn, about two miles distant, where he expects to make 
it into hay without further molestation. We under- 
stand that Mr. O"Brien is a Roman Catholic gentleman 
who gives much employment in the locality. He is a 
member of the Board of Guardians of the North Dublin 
Union, and has a residence in that city, where, as well as 
in his own neighbourhood, he is very generally 
respected.

A series of experimental trials have been carried on during 
the past fortnight at Portsmouth, with a view of ascertaining 
the amount of resistance offered by iron and steel plates of 
various manufactures when opposed to heavy ordnance at a 
short range. ‘lhe first shot would not penetrate through the 
iron plate, but it would fracture it, and on three or four 
striking the plate in the same place, or in the immediate 
neighbourhood, it would be smashed to pieces. As the 
results of the trial affected the steel plates it proved 
that a steel-clothed ship could be far more easily de- 
stroyed than a wovoden-siied one, and that on the 
smashing in of one of the steel plates the destruction 
of life on the armed ship’s decks, supposing the broken plate 
to be driven through the ship's side, would be something 
dreadful to contemplate, from the spread of the splintered 
material.

Discovery OF ANCIENT REMAINS— CARLOW, Ave. 33 
—While some workmen were making changes in the 
ancient church of Carlow last week, the) discovered in 
areceptucie at the upper end of the nave a large quan- 
tity of organic remains. ‘They present a very exitaor- 
dinary appearance, some of them being of immense size, 
while others are small and elongated towards the eud.— 
These tibia seem to be of very great antiquity, some of 
the smaller ones being of a dark metallic colour, which 
in bones is an index of greatage. It would amply repay 
the visit‘of anaturalist to view them, as he might be able 
to throw some light upon those interesting remains, It 
has been observed that when the wind blew in the diree- 
tion where the relics were found sounds of a not unhar- 
monious nature were heard, and they may have been so 
placed for the purpose of exciting superstition in times 
gone by, when the Church of Catherlough was in the 
hands of a colony of Friars. Llowever this may he, in 
the removal by careless workmen, all trace of their ar- 
rangement has heen lost. No person here has even ven- 
tured a probable guess as to what order of animal they 
belong, and they do not in the least resemble the bones 
of the “ Cervus giganteus,” which was the earliest and 
largest of our Irish animals.

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THE PATAGONIAN, OR SOUTH AMERICAN 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

On Monday eveing, according to previous an- 
nouncement, a public meeting in connexion with the 
Patagonian or South American Missionary Society was 
held in the Wellington Hall, Belfast, at half-past seven 
o'clock, The chair was occupied by Alderman F. H. 
Lewis. The attendance was good and highly respect- 
able. Amongst those present were—The Rev. W. 
Gray, Secretary of the Society ; Rev. Wm. M‘liwaine, 
Rev. R. S. Gregg, Rev. J. Carroll, Gordon A. Thomp- 
son, I’sq.; Robert Greer, Esq., &c. 

The meeting having been opened with religious ex- 
ercises. 

The Rev. Wiiliam M‘Illwaine, in a few remarks, in- 
troduced the Rev. Mr. Gray to the meeting. 

The Rev. Mr. Gray then proceeded to address the 
meeting, giving an account of the formation of the 
society, and its progress. The founder of the society was 
the Jate Captain Gardiner, R.N.,who,together with his six 
companions, perished of starvation as missionary martyrs 
in Terradel Fuego, in 1851. Its principles were those of 
the Church Missionary Society. The present plan of 
the mission was one traced out by the dying martyr’s 
hand, and confirmed by Capt. Sullivan, R.N.,C.B., and 
by S.: Lafone, Esq., a South American merchant of 
much experience. In conformity with the plan, a ves- 
sel of 88 tons, the Allen Gardiner, had been built as a 
mission yacht, and a settlement formed on the Falkland 
Islands, off the coast of Katagonia, the English Govern- 
ment allowing the society to take possession of Keppel 
Island, of the size of about four miles by six, for the pur- 
pose. The missionary staff there at the present time was 
composed of the Rev. G. P. Despard, B.A., chiet mis- 
sionary, who had with him his wife and five children, 
besides alad whom he had adopted, and who was being 
trained us a future missiouary; Messrs. Phillips, ‘C'urpin, 
and Schmid, catechists ; and Mr. Ellis, surgeon. In ad- 
dition to these, he should name the present master of 
the Allen Gardiner, Mr. Robt. Fell, from whom the 
committee expected much help in promoting the ob- 
jects in view. ‘The crew and other subordinate agents 
employed for necessary purposes, although citailing ex- 
pense on the society, did not form, strictly speaking, a 
missionary element, however much their services indi- 
rectly tended tothe ultimate good of the work. The 
progress hitherto made consisted in having established 
the missionary settlement ; in having ascertained the 
best places for commencing missionary operations on the 
mainland ; in having opened friendly communications 
with the natives. of the various tribes, and in having 
brought over to the settlement from the mainland se- 
veral Fuegians, from whom the language was being 
steadily acquired, while they were being instructed 
in Christian doctrine and practice, and prepared for fu- 
ture usefulness ;in having formed the nucleus of mis- 
sionary operation for South America, and disseininated 
largely in England information on a subject of which 
but little was previously known. The development 
of the society’s plan rested upon experience, 
and would be carried on as vigorously as 
circumstances permit. Messrs. Phillips and Turpin 
were directing their efforts to the Fuegian races ; 
while Mr. Schmid, under the safeguardof a chief, 
who had expressed himself ready to protect him, 
was even now, he believed, mixing with, and ac- 
companying in their wanderings, the tribesof Pata- 
gonia, in order to acquire their language,and reduce 
it to a written form. Ultimately, and perhaps 
in a short time, they might have out-stations in Terra 
del Fuego and the Magellan Straits, advantageous 
positions for which were well known, but the occupation 
of which depended principally on the means placed at 
the society 's disposal. ‘The ultimate aim of the society, 
however, was not limited to the relief of the spiritual 
necessities of the inhabitants of Patagonia and ‘Terra 
del Fuego; the plans for the future «ould only be fully 
elaborated with a view to the evangelisation of the wide- 
ly-spread and very numerous aboriginal tribes of the 
entire of South America, The difficulty of forming a 
correct estimate of the number of these tribes was natu- 
rally very great, owing to their seclusion and jcalousy of 
European control. But making the most ample ailow- 
ance for the fatal influences of Spanish and Portuguese 
aggression, and for those causes of depopulation intro- 
duced too commonly along with foreign civilisation, they 
could gather from the accounts of travellers who had 
penetrated the interior of the country, and came in con- 
tact with the old Indian races, that their number far ex- 
ceeded what has been ordinarily supposed. Wallace, 
in the narrative of his voyage up the Amazon and 
Kio Negro, spoke of the tribes as being countless; along 
the vast rivers and Pampas of the continent they were 
to be found in rapid and long-continued succession. 
(ne and all of these tribes called loudly on Christians to 
convey to them that Gospel which alone ean effectually 
raise them from the depths of paganism, and make them 
partakers of the privileges of Christ. ‘Che funds of the 
society had averaged about £3,000 per annum for three 
years. But it was manifest that to carry out their plans 
the present resources must be at least doubled, For the 
present operations of the society, however limited their 
scope, entailed a heavy expenditure, which the inhospi- 
table character of the lands visited by the missionaries, 
and the necessity of maintaining a vessel and crew, at 
onee explained. Their hópes were large. God had 
opened up Brazil for evangelical efforts, they had 
every reason to believe. ‘Thedoors of entrance seemed 
wide open. ‘The aboriginal tribes wore surrounded by 
no insuperable obstacles to the access of missionaries. 
He could speak with some degree of hopefulness, also, 
respecting the Araucanians of Chili, For availing 
themselves of these opportunities of spreading the Gus- 
pel of our Lord Jesus Christ they were in lack, not so 
much of men, as of the meansof sending them. ‘There 
were Germans ready to go forth : there were not want- 


work. ‘The great w.ecessities were three—prayer, faith, 
and means to carry on God’s work. He would there- 
‘fore urge upon them to aid in the work of the Patago- 
nian Mission. | 
‘The Rev. Mr. Gregg then made afew very appropri-

Sir,—The nature and urgency of the case must plead 
my apclogy for adiressing you. 

My mind is painfully affected by the position of Dr. 
Smethuret. yesterday adjudged guilty of the murder of 
Miss Bankes. 

I have watched the case, and am satisfied in my own 

mind the id was not poisoned, but died of ex- 
haustion consequent upon an attack of acute and ne- 
glected dysentery, which, in my opinion, the medical 
men did not understand nor treat properly. 
_ In the West Indies we have dysentery at all times and 
in every form ; sometimes it can be subdued in three 
days, sometimes it will run on for twenty-one days, and 
often, very often, it will prove fatal, notwithstanding 
every effort. 

The only safe remedies for dysentery there are calo- 
mel, opium, castor oil, and two or three kinds of bark; 
the diet, rice or barley-water and arrowroot, with, if 
the pulse is failing, pure French brandy and water, ad- 
ministered in small quantities frequently; and my idea 
is that if this lady had been so treated she might have 
been alive now. 7 
We have in Berbice what some call the “ buck sick- 
ness,” a disease fatal tothe native Indians in the crab 
season, and a disease called by the old black nurses 
“consumption of the bowels;’’ both are severe dysen- 
tery, which frequently no medicines can check or sub- 
due. We begin to know the cause of this disease now; 
uncooked, unwholesome shell-fish will produce it with 
the Indians; impure water with the other inhabitants. 
What were Miss Bankes’ habits of dict before her 
sickness? Had she partaken of shell-fish or ot cider, or 
of claret, the acidity of which had been concealed and 
kept down, as often happens in the West Indies, by the

State, on neutral non-sectarian principle. The old 
protest is reiterated against the Provincial Colleges, 
where godless mathematics and un-apostolic astronomy 
are taught by blameless but tolerant professors; and 
from which sons of middle-class neighbours, indistin- 
guishable by creed, go forth every year to win 
cadetships and commissions, and other posts of value 
in the Civil Service, or to win distinctions in profes- 
sional callings.

Are not 
new disorders springing up among us often which baffle 
human science, and do not the diseases which are known 
sometimes assume such types and forms that they are. 
difficult to recognise ? 

We have had cholera from India; may we not get 
dysentery? What would have been the evidence ina 
court of justice in reference to a person who had died 
under suspicious circumstances of “no known form of 
disease,” when cholera first broke out? the rigid, 
anxious counteaance—the blue and shrunken skin—the 
internal spasms—the frequent stools—the constant vo- 
miting—the sudden and utter prostration of the system, 
and then—death. Would not these have indicated the | 
presence of an irritating poison? Certainly! But would 
the facts have justitied the conclusion? No! 

[ admit that in this case many of Dr. Smethurst’s acts 
were open to grave suspicion, especially in the matter of 
the will, and facts, at first glance, tell to his disadvan- 
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addressed. But it is against the existence of 
the National System of primary instruction, 
80 long a great and = acknowledged blessing 
to Ireland, that the logic of the Enevclical is 
principally aimed.

THE STAFF COLLEGE. 

The following general order has been issucd from the 
Horse Guards, August 19th :— 

“ The tollowing regulations regarding the examination 
of candidates for admission to the junior division of the 
staff college, for a residence of one year only, under 
paragraph 13 of the memorandum from this depart- 
ment, dated 17th December, 1857, are published tur the 
information of the army. The application of any offi- 
cers desiring to compete at that examination will be for- 
warded to this office with the necessary certificates, in 
conformity with paragraphs 3 and 4 of the momoran- 
dum above referred to, not later than the 31st October. 
On their application being sanctioned, candidates will 
present themselves at the college on the 24th November 
next, at ten o'clock a.m., with the view to their being 
tested in field sketching, previous to their attending the 
annual examination of the junior division of students 
on the 1st December. There will be five vacancies in 
that division for which officers of the cavalry, guards, or 
line, will be eligible; and one vacancy for which officers 


of the Royal Artillery and Royal Engineers may com- 


pete. 

“ SUBJECTS OF EXAMINATION—OBLIGATORY. 
“Arithmetic, Algebra, Euclid, Plane Trigonometry, and 
Mensuration.—According to the syllabus of mathema- 
tical studies at the college, which will be forwarded by 
the council of military education to any candidate on 
application. 

“ Fortification. —The principles, construction, and ap- 
plication of field works. ‘fhe principles and construc- 
tion of permanent works, as exemplified in the first 
system of Vauban, and the modein French system. ‘The 
defence and attack of field and permanent works. 
“Military ‘Topography.—A_ sketch done on the 
ground with pocket sextant or compass will be required 
trom each candidate, with one or more finished plans

£325,575,507 was the total amount raised for railways 
m the 31st of December, 1853, representing an expendi- 
ture of £34,243 per mile of railway open. It is assumed 
that on an average 5 per cent. of that expenditure has 
been for Parliamentary and legal expenses, 18 for land 
ga —-, 66 for works, and 10 for rolling 
stock. 

It is worthy of notice that aithough the cost of rail- 
waysin the United Kingdom has averaged £34,243 per 
mile---viz., £38,779 in England, £27,532 in Scotland, 
and £15,061 in Ireland —the average cust of lines of rail- 
way for which Acts have been obtained since 1848, and 
which are now open for traffic, has amounted to £10,509 
per mile—viz., £12,600 per mile in England, £8,700 per 
mile in Scotland, and £6,000 per mile in Ireland. 

The average rate of dividend on the whole of the 
ordinary share capital in jrailways invested was 306 
last‘ year against 3°60 in 1857, and 8:40 in 1856. It has 
always been 3 and a decimal since 1852; in that year it 
was 2°40; in 1851, 244; in 1850, 1°83; and in 1849, 1.88. 
The average interest on the preference capital and loan 
was 4°63 last year; it ranged at 4 and a decimzal from 
1851 to 1858; in 1850 it was 5°00, and in 1849 4°94. 
The percentage of the gross receipts (less working ex- 
penses) to the total amount of capital and loan has 
ranged from 2°83 to 406. It was 3775 last year. “It 
may be assumed,” says Captain Galton, “that se long 
as the proportion of the nett receipts to the capital ex- 
pended increases, in each year, the property isin a sourd 
condition.” Last year, however, the nett receipts unior- 
tunately exhibited a decrease. 

Of the 140,00:',000 passengers (in round numbers) con- 
veycd last year, 18,302,384 were first Cc a@3s, 41,693,209 se- 
cond class, 79,145,464 thirdclass and parliamentary, and 
52,562 holders of annual for season tickets. ‘The other

The general results of the traffic iin 1858 exhibited by 
these figures are undoubtedly unsatisfactory, inasmuch 
as, while the length of railway in the United Kingdom 
has increased by above 400 miles, the reecipts were 
actually less in 1858 than in 1857 by £217,361, and the 
working expenses averaged 49 per cent. of the receipts, 
instead of 47 per cent., as was the case iv 1857. On 
some of the principal railway companies, however, the 
traffic has materially improved. 

From the tables it appear that one passenger in 
5,353,603 has been killed, and one in 332,204 been in-

TILE FRENCH ENVOY IN TUSCANY. 

The French Envoy, Count Reiset, who acted his part 
with meekness and discretion at the outset, has lately 
taken a loud and threatening and everbearing tone. 
He had yesterday what he called a “last” interview 
with the Prime Minister, Baron Ricasoli, and plainly 
intimated to him that a vote which should exclude the 
young no less than the old Grand Duke would give 
grcat displeasure to his Imperial master. Ric i an- 
swered that the people’s wishes had been appealed to 
by his (Count Reiset’s) Imperial master’s desire, and 
that pow those popular wishes should not only be 
heard, but firmly acted upon. Whereupon the French 
Amovassador launched forth into ‘plain "menaces, 
showed the Baron the folly of Tuscany’s resisting the 
Will of France, and among other arguments referred 
to the finances of the little State, whose bankruptcy 
could not fail to the first result of the unequal 
struggle. Ricasoli answered that Tuscany was rich 
in gems of art of every description, and that every 
trinket of Cellini’s chiselling, and every rag of Ra- 
pheal’s colouring should go to the hammer of a 
London or St. Petersburgh market ere the Tuscans 
should strike their colours from want of money. 
Riscasoli has the reputation of being the most energetic 
man in ‘Tuscany, and is likely enough to act up to his 
proud words. Count Reiset tried next to bully the 
Marquis Gino Capponi, and in the very drawing-room 
of that nobleman’s palace,in a crowd of 'Tuscany’s 
best citizens, he held out the menance of an armed 
French intervention, to which, he said, his Imperial 
master would be driven in the end. “I should be 
sorry for the welfare of Tuscany were this to happen,” 
quoth tne dignified old pattiot, “but far more sorry 
for ‘ne honour of France if this were to be the end of

ail her fine promises and of her most solemn engage- 


ments.” It would be necessary to know Gino Capponi 


‘to value to the full the importance of that generous 


speech. In the first place, he is the lineal descendant of 
that Piero Capponi whoin 1494, clothed in the sable silk 
of a magistrate’s gown, stood before the arrogant young 
French monarch, Charles VILL, and his iron-clad 
chivalry, all flashed with the easy march that had laid 
all Upper Italy at their feet, and tore before their fades 
the onerous and ignominious capitulation which the 


invader wished to force upon the defenceless Florentines, 


and said, “Go, King, since these are your terms, go! 
You shall sound your trumpets, and we will ring our 
bells!” In the sccond place, Gino Capponi was in early 
youth the handsomest and most accomplished cavalier 
in all Italy,as he was, and is, one of her most distin- 
guished authors and scholars. He is*old now, and more 
severely than ever suffering from a ophthalmic in- 
firmity, which has for many years almost entirely 
deprived him of eyesight, without materially interrupt- 
ing his literary labours ; yet his countenance is still that 
of one of nature’s own lords, and his high stature is 
enhanced by an erect,commanding bearing. Born to the 
inheritance of great wealth, he has lavished the best part 
of it in deeds of enlightened beneficence.—Letter from

CANADA. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT OF THE GLOBE.) 

This magnificent portion of her Majesty’s dominions 
is just beginning to recover from the depression caused 
by the monetary crisis of 1857. The hafvest will be 
the best ever known bóth in quantity and quality.— 
Canada is of such vast extent, and people in England so 
badly posted up, that it requires some time for a stranger 
to realise the possession ofits almost unbounded re- 
sources, which, however, never could be developed until 
the country was opened out by railroads, and connected 
in winter with the Western and Eastern States. Lord 
Sydenham was the first Governor-General who, from his 
practical experience as a merchant in early life, at once 
saw and appreciated the future of Canada, and had he 
been spared, there would have been no rebellion, which 
cost England five millions to suppress, and then the Co- 
lonial Uffice granted what the Canadians had asked for, 
the power and privilege of governing and taxing them- 
selves. The most remarkable public man ainee Lord 
Sydenham; was Mr. Hincks, the present Governor-Genc- 
ral of Barbadoes, a son of the Kev. Dr. Hincks, of Bel- 
fast ; he had received & liberal educatién, and com- 
menced his ¢aréer at Liverpool as a merchant, from 
whence he ‘emigrated to Canada, ahd soon became distin- 
guished as arising statesman and administrator. His 
practical knowledge and quick mind detected the real 
causé Of the discontent that followed the alteration in 
the timber duties and the repeal of the corn laws. He 
it was who carried out the bold undertaking of the pro- 


vincial system of railways, amalgamatitig six projected | 


companies under one, consolidated management, known 
as the Grand Trunk Railway of Canada. Although he 
succeeded in carrying his méasures, a combination of 
the old Tories, under the leadership of Sir Allan M‘Nab 
and the so-called Cleat Grits of Upper and the Rouges 
of Lower Canadn, drove him from office. A coalition 
Ministfy Was then formed, at the head of which was 
piaced Sir Allan M‘Nab and a few sid Tories, who, 
however, adopted Mr. Hinck’s policy— “railways and 
development of tht tesources of Canada.” Lord Derby, 
when Colonial Secretary, had conceived a political pre- 
judice against Mr. Hincks, but the Whig Government 
&ppreciated his talents and offered him his present ap- 
pointment ; but in leaving Canada he left behind him a 
faithful friend and colleague, the Hon. John Ross, who, 
as the son-in-law of the celebrated statesman, Baldwin, 
kept together the Libefal-ConserVative party; and this 
gentleman has ever since been a member of the Cabinet, 
solely, it is believed, with a view to see his friend’s great 
provincial works carried out to completion, when it is 
expected he will retire from public life, his health being 
delicate, and also his wife’s, who inherited 4 fortune of 
£70,000. So sitiated, the possession of office with the 
paltry salary of £1,000 & year, can have no attraction 
beyond the desire to serve his country. Mr. Ross has 
gone to England ona mission connected with the ex- 
tehsion of the postal service through Canada to Coluim- 
bia. This ia a very important question, and must force 
itself on public attention. It is said that the Canadian 
Government propose still further to expedite the trans- 
mission of mails to and from the west by erecting 
wharves at Riviere de Loup, the termination of the 
railway, 160 miles below Quebec. At this point the 
steamers will land mails and passengers, thus avoiding 
the most dangerous part of the navigation, often impe- 
ded by dense fogs. Here also will be the depot and qua- 
rantine station for emigrants, who Will be protected 
against the impositions of rinner’s at Quebec. The Per- 
sia would make thé voyage froin Liverpool to Riviere de 
té easily in eight days. 

The removal of the seat of Government to Quebec for 
four years will be very advantageous before its final 
location at Ottawa, as more attention will be afforded to 
the development of the fisheries of the St. Lawrence. 
Towards doing this the first step, accordihg to well-in- 
formed parties, is to make & harbour at Riviere de Loup, 
which could be done at a very small outlay, the entrance 
forming a natural basin with twelve feet at low water 
over the bar—an extension of wharfage is all that ic 
required. No person better understands what is wanted 
in Canada than the present Governor-Generil, Sit Ed-

THe Last Novetty IN American HOTELDOM— 
AVeERrTICAL Rartwar.—The New York Herald describes 
anew and monster hotel which is in the course of erection. 
in Madison square, at the intersection of Fitth A venue 
and Broadway,inthatcity: This gigantic establishment, 
which is six storeys high, exclusive of the basement, 
covers an acre of ground, and contains 500 rooms for 
guests, It has 125 parlours with suites of rooms, and 
each has a bath attached and a water-closet. Some ot 
these parlours are 27 fect by 15 feet. The accommo 
dation is in every respect perfect; biit, perhaps, the 
most powerful feature of this hotel is that it will contain 
a vértical railway—that is, a carriage will move from 
the top to the bottom of the building, and from bottom 
to top. It will be forced upwards by the application 
of steam power, and the descent will be regulated by the 
resistance of hydraulic power, so as to guard against 
accidents. The car will be attached to a shaft, which, 
being turned by steam, will cause the car to proceed 
upwards by means of a screw, or on the principle of the 
inclined plane. The car stops at each floor, and passen- 
gers are landed, and others taken in. In the same way, 
in making the descent, it stops at each floor. It is 
stated that there will be contrivances at each of these 
landings to prevent accidents. Behind the vertical 
railway is a baggage elevator, mdved by the same 
power: The object of this is obviously to save the 
necessity of taking trunks up and down the stairs—a 
great convenience. Near the vertical railway there is 
a capacious staircase for those who prefer using their 
legs. The cost of the erection and furnishing of this 
hotel will be upwards of a million dollars.

The defendant, by his 
pleas, denied the infringement, and also alleged that the 
plaintiff's invention was not new, that it was riot pfo- 
perly described in the specification, and that it was noi 
properly the subject of a patent. ‘The plaintiff is a 
manufacturer at Eccles. His machine effected its object 
by passing the hank (which has been | aice 3 dipped 
in size and squeezed) over two rollers, which were 
turned with considerable vélocity. Against the hank, 
thus distended and revolving, a cylinder, armed with 
brushes, and turned with a much greater velocity than 
the hank, sharply brushed. The effect was to make those 
threads which had slight excrescences to twist and 
gradually to absorb into their whole length the excres- 
cences. A high polish was given to all the threads, 
whith also became by the heat of the friction perfectly 
dry. The polished thread thus produced was easier to | 
sew with, and when worked up with a little silk make 
a very fine silk fabric, equal in appearance to a fabric 
containing 20 or 30 per cent. more silk, but in which 
ordinary unpolished cotton was used. On the 8th of

COURT OF BANKRUPTCY AND INSOLVENCY— 
YBSTERDAY. : 
(Sittings in Bankruptcy before Judge Berwick.) 
In the Matter of John Mangan. 

The bankrupt carried on business as a grocer 
at Ormond-quay in this city. The meeting was 
to proceed upon charge and discharge. A charge 
had been filed by Mr. Edward Deate, on foot of 
a judgment against the bankrupt for £450, which 
had been registered as a mortgage upon property 
situate on Ormond-quay and Booterstown, the assig- 
nees, in their discharge, contesting the validity of the 
mortgage on the ground that it had been improperly 
registered. In reply to this, Mr. Deasé averred that 
the bankrupt haddepdsited cettdin deeds with him as 
an equitable mortgage. The bankrupt deposed that he 
had never made this deposit with Mr. Dease, but had 
given them to Mr. Mullhall, as his solicitor. The court 
held that the judgment had not been properly registered, 
and gave costs as against Mr. Dease. The assignees 
were directed to consider whether they would dispute 
the deposit of the deeds as an equitable mortgage. A 
chargé had also beefi put in by the trustees of the bank- 
rupt’s matriage settlement, claiming the Orntond-quay 
premises. The court admitted the claim, but declared 
the assigneés entitled to the life intérest of the bankrupt 
in them.

AssAULT.—Patrick Power was brought up by police 
constable, 149 A,charged with committing a gross and un- 
provoked assault, under the following circumstances :— 
John O’Neil, a young man doing businessin Mr. Patrick 
Ryan’s grocery establishment, in Winetavern-street, 
stated, that between two and three o’clock, on the 22nd 
inst., the prisoner, in company with three females, went 
into Mr. Ryan’s house, and called for two half-glasses of 
whiskey, and two glasses of wine. Witness at once sup- 
plied the whiskey, and having laid it on the counter, 
the prisoner put down a shilling. Witness then went to 
draw the wine, but; while doing so, Mr. Power, with 
great dexterity, took up the shilling and replaced it in 
his pocket, imagining all the time that the operation 
was undetected, and that witness was tdo oblivious or 
occupied to notice it. Witness, however, was “wide 
awake,” and saw immediately the character hehad to 
deal with. The liquor having been supplied, and as yet 
untasted, the prisoner stood waiting for a few moment 
and then asked for hischange. “What change?” replies 
witness.” “*Why, that from the shilling I laid down.d 
“Yes, indeed, you did lay down a shilling, but I saw you” 
put it into your pocket again.” Witness then removed 
the wine and whiskey from the counter, and was in the 
act of attending to other customers, when the prisoner 
seized him by the collar, shook and pulled him to the 
ground. Mr. Ryan was next examined, and deposed that 
he witnessed the assault committed upon O’Neil, and 
that having gone to his assistance, as well as for the 
purpose of putting Power off the premises, he was struck 
by him in the fice With his clenched fist. The prisoner 
was then arrested and handed ever to the police. Being 
unable to furnish any satisfactory account of his con- 
duct, he was fined ten shillings, or ordered one month’s 
imprisonment. 

Burerary.—An old woman, named Teresa Mullen, 
who keeps a small shop in Thomas-street 
charged two boys named Edwards and Ryan, the former 
not being more than ten years old, with stealing some 
sugar, tobacco, cakes, and a canary-bird, which she es- 
pecially prized. The value of all the articles was set 
down at nine shillings.

Extensive Rospery or (Gas Firrines.—Peter 
Sheehan, sen., uni Peter Sheehan, jun., marine store 
keepers, of Cole’s-lane, were brought up in custody of 
Sergeants Campbell, Clarkson, and Rice, of the G divi- 
sion, charged with the illegal possession of gas fittings, 
the property of Mr. Danicl, ironmonger, of Mary-street, 
which hadbeen felonionsly taken from his establishment 
during the last eight months.
